Peninsula hosting of Euro expo 
confirms it as major digital hub 


TECHNOLOGICAL experts from 
cutting edge firms around Europe 
have chosen Greenwich for a major 
expo of digital innovations. 

Around 10,000 ‘techies’ will come to 
Greenwich Peninsula next month for the 
huge technology festival. 

The area is fast becoming the destination 
for digital businesses of all sizes keen 
to set up alongside Ravensbourne - the 
prestigious digital and design university 
college. Hosting this major industry 
event cements the peninsula’s growing 
status as a premier digital enterprise 
district. 

The festival, called Campus Party, 
runs from September 2 to 7 at The 02 
arena. It will provide an opportunity for 
both local firms and students to find 
out more about what’s happening in the 
digital world. 

Sponsored by Telefonica, there will be 
more than 500 hours of attractions for

visitors, with conferences, workshops, 
competitions and activities spread over 
20 key themes. 

The event is designed for businesses 
wanting to move in the digital world or 
who need to solve a technology problem, 
and people who want to build their digital 
skills or looking for jobs. 

Attendees will include developers, 
gamers, IT employees, entrepreneurs, 
film makers and DJs. 

VIP visitors are set to include the 
legendary Vint Cerf, who helped design 
the internet. 

It’s the first time that the important 
industry gathering has come to London. 
The decision is an important boost for 
the peninsula, where world-renowned 
technology firm Cisco has signed a major

Race is on to send athletes to Rio

THE race is on to prepare the next 
team of Greenwich athletes for Rio 
2016. 

A new fundraising drive has been 
launched by Greenwich Starting Blocks, 
the charity launched by the royal 
borough to help local people’s sporting 
dreams come true. 

The aim is to build on the successes of 
last year’s Olympic and Paralympic stars 
who were supported by the trust. 

And with the next Games in Rio less 
than five years away, fundraisers are off 
the blocks to prepare the next generation 
of local heroes. 

The Starting Blocks stars so far have 
included Gemma Gibbons, who won the 
Olympic silver medal for judo, Zoe Smith, 
who smashed the GB weightlifting record, 
and Andy Barrow, who competed 
in the wheelchair rugby as part 
of the Paralympic GB team. 

Two of the first athletes to 
receive funding were Zoe and 
Gemma who are now Starting 
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Blocks Ambassadors along with Andy, 
sprinters David Bolarinwa and Jeffrey 
Lawal-Balogun, and fencer Jonathan £ JJ’ 
Webb. Zoe said getting funding for her first 
proper weightlifting boots at just 15 was a 
great start. 

Wheelchair rugby player Andy said the 
support from Starting Blocks was, “the 
difference between being a good athlete 
and being an elite athlete”. 

The trust has supported scores of young 
athletes by awarding them bursaries 
to help them pay for their training, 
travelling and competing, since it was 
launched in 2006. 

Athletes are assessed against strict criteria 
and are placed in one of four categories 
- ambassador, talent, development and 
regional - according to their current 
ranking and level of competition. 

New Eltham fencer Jonathan £ JJ’ Webb, 
is aiming to take gold at the 2020 Olympic 
Games, and is looking forward to the 
new season next month after passing a 
rigorous selection process for the British 
Fencing World Class Performance 
Programme. 

He told GT: “This is a big 
recognition and a big step towards

my Olympic ambitions. Along with other 
things my international competitions are 
likely to increase, and the extra financial 
support from Starting Blocks will help 
with the funding of the competitions. It’s 
great for young athletes to know that if 
they work hard the support is there” 

His dad Steve added: “Starting Blocks 
have helped us build JJ’s profile which has 
been crucial in keeping him recognised as 
one of Britain’s up and coming fencing 
talents. 

“The financial support has gone a long 
way in supporting him with kit and 
competitions. We are very proud that JJ 
has been given the honour of being an 
ambassador.” 

Cllr Chris Roberts, chair of the Starting 
Blocks Trust and the leader of Royal 
Greenwich, said: “These athletes were 


able to continue to work towards their 
Olympic and Paralympic goals thanks 
to Greenwich Starting Blocks bursaries 
at crucial times in their sporting 
development when alternative funding is 
not available. 

“We intend to continue the important 
job of supporting local young athletes 
to prepare for their next challenges. 
Supporting them now means we can all 
share in their success in the future.”

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New hotel booked 
for West Greenwich 


WORK will begin in October on a 
104-bedroom Travelodge in Greenwich, 
following a new development deal. 

It will be part of The Movement, the 
development next to the Docklands 
Light Railway and the town’s mainline 
station. It will include 181 flats, 358 
student apartments for the University of 
Greenwich, a health and fitness club, a 
convenience food store, a nursery, a cafe 
and business start-up units covering 7,000 
sqft . 

It is anticipated that The Movement 
will generate £275 million for the local 
economy over the next 10 years. The hotel 
is due to open in September 2014, bringing 
new revenue to the local economy and 
likely to provide new jobs for locals. 


The deal includes an extension to the 
West Greenwich Community Centre, 
due to be completed in September. This 
will increase the venue’s capacity to take 
another 250 people, at no cost to the royal 
borough. 

Joint partners for the project, who have 
completed the deal with Travelodge, are 
the Cathedral Group and Development 
Securities. 

Tony O’Brien, UK Development director 
for Travelodge Hotels, said: “We already 
have two other hotels in the borough, in 
Deptford and Woolwich, and both trade 
really well. This new hotel is fantastically 
located for Maritime Greenwich and 
is also great for getting into central 
London.”

Council leads new drive to 
tackle sale of illicit tobacco 


THE royal borough is leading a 
new campaign to crack down on 
counterfeit cigarettes. 

It has joined joining forces with five 
other south London boroughs in a new 
fight against the sale of illicit tobacco. 

Health and trading standard teams 
from the six local authorities are working 
together and hoping more councils will 
come on board. 

The move follows a recent report which 
found that 22million illicit cigarettes with 
a street value of over £4.5million are sold 
each year by organised criminal gangs in 
just one of the boroughs. 

The survey, which was commissioned 
earlier in the year by the six councils, 
polled more than 1,700 local smokers 
about their tobacco purchasing habits. 

The key findings found that more than 
73 per cent of those surveyed were offered 
illicit tobacco in the past year whilst 56 
per cent admitted buying illicit tobacco in 
the last year. 

Researchers also found that illicit 
cigarettes are available at an average 
price of £4 for a pack of 20, although 
the price was often below £3 if larger 
quantities were brought. 

More than half of the illicit cigarettes 
were counterfeit and pose a fire risk in 
people’s homes. 

The results will be used to form new

enforcement and health strategies in 
dealing with illicit tobacco, which include 
creating specialist teams to inspect 
premises selling illegal tobacco and to 
prosecute more offenders. 

The royal borough is also working with 
the fire brigade and police to deal with the 
criminality linked to the illicit tobacco 
trade. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety, 
said: “The sale of illicit tobacco has 
many damaging effects on our local 
communities and honest business owners. 

“With the support of the five other 
local councils we hope to raise awareness 
about the grave dangers involved in its 
consumption and the criminal activities 
it is associated with.” 

Hazel Cheeseman, special projects 
advisor at Action on Smoking & Health 
(ASH) said: “We welcome the cross- 
borough, multi-agency approach 
to tackling illicit tobacco. Without 
concerted action at local, regional and 
national level illicit tobacco will continue 
to contribute to health inequalities and 
undermine the effectiveness of public 
health interventions.”

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Hero paperboy rescues woman from house blaze

A TEENAGE hero rescued an 
elderly woman from her blazing 
house as he delivered the Sunday 
papers. 

Fifteen-year-old paperboy Joshua 
Robertson saw smoke coming from 
the window of the Eltham property 
and heard the fire alarm going off, 
before he dashed inside to bring out 
the stricken pensioner. 

“At the time I was scared and full of 
adrenaline but I felt the urge to do my 
best to help her,” said the St Paul’s 
Academy student. “I used the back of 
my hand to test if the door was hot, a 
technique I learned whilst training at 
Police Cadets.” 

He rapped the door of the Alderwood 
Road home and the distressed woman, 
who did not wish to be named, 
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eventually answered. The kitchen 
was in flames and black smoke 
clouded the inside of the house. The 
teenager tried to talk the women - 
who is in her 70s - out of her house, 
but disorientated and confused, she 
refused to exit. 

“She was very shocked and distressed 
and as I rushed into the house I saw 
that the kitchen and parts of the floor 
were on fire,” Joshua, from Eltham, 
said. “It seemed the fire had started 
from the toaster. I told the women she 
must leave the house right away, but 
she would not.” 

He left the house and notified 
neighbours, who raised the alarm. He 


quickly returned, and covering his 
face, Joshua charged into the house 
and finally convinced the fire victim 
to follow him to safety. 

Joshua and the women were taken 
to the Queen Elizabeth hospital 
in Woolwich, where they were 
discharged later that day. 

The hero - who is also head boy at 
his school - said skills learned at the 
Police Cadets and Duke of Edinburgh 
Awards along with those gained from 
volunteering at a care home in Abbey 
Wood had helped him remain calm. 

He said: “Looking back I feel very 
happy and proud that I was able to 
save her life, because I believe she 
wouldn’t have left the house without 
my help and I am very proud that I 
was able to help.”

Many of them are being 
supported by GLLAB, the royal 
borough’s jobs and training 
agency which staged a special 
event last Tuesday (August 6) to 
talk about council apprenticeship 
vacancies in housing business 
admin, health and social care, and 
facilities management. Nearly 70 
apprentice hopefuls who live in 
the borough went along to the day 
at GLLaB ’s HQ at the Old Library 
in Calderwood, Street, Woolwich. 
There were four sessions, covering 
the different work areas followed 
by one-to-one interviews and tests 
in literacy and numeracy. 

Shortlisted candidates will now 
be called for an interview to the 
council department they have 
applied to join. If successful, they 
will become apprentices with the 
London Apprenticeship Company, 
which works with the royal 
borough. They will then serve a 
one-year apprenticeship, and gain 
a Level 2 NVQ. 

Among the apprentice candidates 
at the event was Jerusa Francisco, 
18, from Greenwich. She said: “I 
want to work in housing because 
I want a job that helps people - 
and having a home helps people 
a lot! GLLaB helps people get 
apprenticeships, and they are 
really good because they text you 
to keep you up to date with what’s 
happening. I’m hoping that I get a 
permanent job.” 

Former St Paul’s Academy 
student James Beasley, 18, from 
Plumstead is keen on getting 
an apprenticeship in facilities 
management, which 

means he would provide k 
support services such as 
catering and security, 
and possibly checking on 
safety and environmental 
regulations. He said: “I 
want to get some stability 
into my career and this 
is a good start. Looking 
to the future, I want to 
use my apprenticeship 
qualification to get a full- 
time job, and I’m keeping an 
open mind about what it is.”

- Henry VIII is very Greenwich, and I 
people recognise him.” 

Transforming the cafe’s south-facing I 
wall into the battlements of a medieval I 
castle, he first sketched the famous I 
king in one window, before adding I 
the cardinal, and finally Catherine of 
Aragon in the centre. 

The artist, who also teaches part 
time at Cardwell primary school, does 
a sideline in airbrushing motorbikes 
with custom designs. 

The 63-year-old struck up a friendship 
with 2004 Turner Prize-winner Jeremy 
Deller, after the Charlton man lent him 
a motorcycle helmet he had painted as 
a skull. 

“The British Council has since bought 
a copy of it, which is now in Shanghai. 

How much did they pay for it? A bit...” 
he said. “Jeremy then invited me to the 
Venice Biennale, where we spent 10 
weeks painting. I created a giant mural 
of Roman Abramovich’s yacht being
